JLrb foUawing Scale of Cbarge» was compiled 
by a persoa who had considerable experience in 
making out Bills of Cosis> in order to guide himj 
and as a Book of Reference which he might turn 
to on every occasion. 

It is scarcely possible for any person whose mind 
is engaged in making out Bills of Costs^ to remem** 
ber^ on the instant^ the several Charges therein^ 
without referring to some Book to refresh his me- 
mory. The present is submitted as being in a 
more simple form than any other> for by reletring 
to the articles in question, he will find them under 
the items which will enable him to complete tbo 
Charge. 

To persons who bate not been in the haUt c£ 
making out Bilb of Costs this Work must be par- 
ticularly useful^ in shewing what Chargesj and the 
Principle upon which they are made^ 

The Compiler of the following pages has taken 
the chief part of his Chancery Costs from the Order 
of the Courts dated 26th February^ 1807, which

settled the Amount of Fees to be allowed and 
taken by Solicitors of that Courts and these taken 
simply are the Costs as between Party and Party. 

With respect to the Costs as between Solicitor 
and Client, they are composed of the former Costs 
intermixed with the Attendances and any extraor- 
dinary business that may arise in the prosecution 
of the Suit. 

In the Country, Solicitors are in the habit of 
charging for a Journey to London^ to attend the 
hearing of a Cause or some other proceedings when 
they consider their attendance may be necessary; 
but^ it should be recollected^ that no such charge 
will be allowed^ unless they attend as witnesses ; 
and, therefore^ when a Solicitor thinks his bill will 
undergo a taxation^ and his Client wishes him to 
attend the business in Town, he should be paid for 
his Journey beforehand. 

The Master generally allows a Warrant for every 
twenty-five folios of any proceedings in his Office, 
notwithstanding many of them may be settled at 
one Attendance> particularly Reports, Costs, &c. 
consisting of several hundred folios. 

In calculating the length of Briefs in the Court 
of Chancery, the whole length of the Pleadings and 
Depositions must be ascertained, and divided by 
ten, the product is allowed as so many sheets, and 
the number over goes for one. 

In taxing Costs in Chancery, care should be 
taken that you attend the Taxation of the Costs of 
the proper parties. Where you are concerned for

the party who has to pay thein^ or out of whose 
ifund they are to come/ or who has an interest 
in the payment of them^ or for Trustees of a Fund 
out of which they are to be paid^ then you are 
entitled to attend the taxation of the Costs of all. 
parties. 

For the Scale of Costs in the King's Bench^ the 
Author has been principally indebted to a Book 
published, as it is understood, under the sanction 
of the Master of that Courts in Michaelmas 
Term, 1816, which treats of the then Scale of Al- 
lowance; this is the last publication from that 
source, and these are Costs as between Party and 
Party. 

The Bill of Costs as between Solicitor and Client^ 
is made up in a similar manner to the Costs in 
Chancery, with this difference, that in this Court 
the Attorney will be allowed Two guineas per diem 
for attending the Assizes, and reasonable Expences, 
and all payments out of pocket. 

In the List of Fees in the King's Bench and Com- 
mon Pleas, the sum paid on suing out Writs is 
included. 

As the Costs in the Common Pleas are so similar 
to those in the King's Bench, it has not been 
thought necessary to make a List of them , and, 
for a like reason, from the similarity of those of the 
Court of Exchequer to the Court of Chancery, no 
notice is taken of the former Court. 

The Parliamentary Charges have been collected 
from various bills, some taxed by the Masters in
